The bnUal and murderous prac¬ 
tices in the prison camps near urban 
areas across the United States have 
begun to be exposed , People know of 
the barbarous and inhumane nature of 
Attica (New York), San Quentin (Cali- 
fomia), and Joliet-Statesvitle (Illi¬ 
nois) prisons. 

However, the nigktmares of 
rt Southern justice", the work farms 
and the chain gangs, have beenlargely 
ignored. The U.S. Government and 
its press would have people believe 
that such horrors, such concentration 
camps as these, no langer exist.Since 
the 1968 exposure of the Arkansas 
Prison Farm at Cummins, Arkan¬ 
sas, when skeletons of unknown in- 
mates (murdered by vicious, racist 
guards) were discovered, there kas 
kardly been a mumbling word about 
the South* s vtcious prison work 
camps, The realities of Southern 
prison life tiave instead been rele - 
gaied to history books atong with the 
tales of the hanging tree and the 
lynch mobs. A vigorous propaganda 
campaign by sotne Southern racist- 
fascisis has attempted to present a 
new image, one of an " enlighiened 
Stm/Ji". However, the chain gang; 


the work teams , the **Nigger Dogs** 
(dogs trained by racists to catch 
Black people running away from the 
*'ma$ter* r ) still exist in the New 

South, 

Seventeen year old Brother Willie 
Stewart was convicted of burglary 
in Circuit Judge Mavpin CummÏTigs r 
Court in Fayetteville t Arkansas . He 
was given a 4l light sentence**: Tkree 
years suspended (no prison time to 
be served), with the exception of 
one day, Iq be spent at the Cutnmins 
Prison Farm in Cummins, Arkan¬ 
sas , 

Willie Stewart entered through the 
gales of Cummins Farm on November 
29, 1971. As he entered, he was 
ckased by a car and shot at. He 
was made to dunk his head and body 
into a pool of water* He was stapped 
and beat en. He raas made to do 
thirty-one tninules of push-ups;jump 
up and down, presstng a hoe his 
head ; and ordered to keep up with 
the tu ie fastest cotton pickers tn the 
prison. His hair was clipped and he 
was made to wear panis which were 
several sizes too large, He wasfinally 
dumped tm to a floor by guards who 


decided he was faking iltness. 

Willie Stewart died on the way to a 
hospi tal, Prison officials told his mo- 
th&r that something he ate 41 dis- 
agreed** with him, and he just died. 


Wülie is nol an isolated victim of 
this "entighter&d prison program * 1 
for youth. This program, of which 
Judge Cummings was one of the ori- 
ginators, is used throughout Arkan¬ 
sas for tl first Unie youth offmders", 
The cilleged purpose of this program 
is to tr discourage** youth from ever 
retuming to prison . In reatity t young 
people who are being railroaded 
through Arkansas courts are sen- 
tenced to one day at the infamous 
prison farm t where racists attempt 
to murder tkem. 

Under this plan, up-kolders of the 
Southern system of taw and order are 
currently sending 10 - f5 young bro - 
thers a month to Cummins. The real 
aim of this program to 44 dis courage** 
the youth from ever lt returning t> is 
summed up in the racist attitude of 
Arkansas Correations 'Comtnis- 
sioner, Terrell Don Hutto, speaking 
in reference to Cummins* Prison 
Farm, 4i We have trouble makers , 
but no reuolulionaries/* When asked 
about the vicious and inhuman treat- 
ment meted out to the prisoners at 
Cummins t Hutto stated that the 
shooting and the one-day program 
were an "estabtished pattern** when 
he arrived, and it "just continued*’; 
and further t that the program vxis not 
Sü brutal as described. 


Federal Judges have 4 ‘ ordered ,r 
such practices stopped . Local people 
have comptained and demanded in- 
vestigations of such inhuman tactics « 
A member of the State Prison Board, 
after hearing an ex-pri$oner*s com- 
plaints, called Hutto on September 
2$, l$7l, toaming him agaénsl such 
practices * Htdto promised to 44 look 
into** the matter. R still hadn*t been 
looked into by the time Willie Ste- 
wari arrived for his one-day term 
at Cummins* 

Typical of Southern courts and 
justice, the fmsan camps and work 
farms are run and operated by de- 
ranged racists. These advocates of 
racist, rural law and order do not 
even botker to pui up a facade of 
hurnan conditions and treatment at 
these slave-labor camps. 

Whatker sotdhem racists w ish to 
acknowledge ü or not, they are still 
a part of this Empire. The struggle 
to free all political prisoners wilt 
be waged all over Iha United States 
until this society is transformed into 
a human one *

Sometimes thlngs gec d utte red* by 
slïck words and the outright lies of 
the oppressor* On January 13ch, I97Ü, 
30m? prisoners were Ier out for ex^ 
ercise on a yard in a Califomia 
prison. It was Soledud Prison. These 
prisoners had bsan locked away a long 
time, The re were Blacks and whites. 
Th is was the first time, in a ractally 
tense situatiën, these men had been 
together in a long time. Instantly, 
the fighting started* lm Dedlatejy af- 
ter, the shots startïed everytme, A 
sniper, a guard, Ö*G. Miïler, had 
accurately placed riflerouncte intorhp 
bod les of three of the prison's most 
chzrished Black Brothers*They were 
killed. W.L. Nolen^ Cleveland 
Edwards and Alvin MUI er had been 
outright murdemïon the yard at Sole- 
dad Prison, 

Three days later, January 16th, ir 
was cal led justif i abl e hom iclde. W ! th- 
m minutes, another gaard, John 


Mills, was found d*ad ïnside the 
prison. It was caLled revenge, as 
though Mills could beecjuatedwiihthe 
three beautiful Black Comrades.G'aly 
one of their numher had gone down, 
yet the re was no ta'k of justifiable 
hom Lelde* Some B’acks had to pa/* 

George 1 .ester Jack som had brought 
them "trouble 1 * all the years he had 
been there* Com.rade George, alotig 
wlth Fleeta Drumgo and John dut- 
ehette were* wlth in a week, conti tieti, 
ander even worse conditiona than 
usual, as "prime suspects" in the 
killing of M lts* No one even knew 
about it* uncll abotlt three weeks later* 
when Orothcr John Clutchette's des¬ 
parate note tohis family reached the 
outsider "llelp[ Life in DangerT* 

They became theSoïedadBrothers. 
l he very ideanf pro sec uting them was 
preposterous: So-called wimesses 
had been quickly transfer red out of 
Soledad and sentterod nmong several 
ocher instirutions, leavmg no one for 
atcorncys co Interview, the alleged 
scene of Mills' killing had been 
quletly rennovateJ, so rhat a defense 
lawyer could not even pro party re- 
vi ew the area; rhfare was no re al 
evïdence :o b 2 reviewed. I hey were 
being charged witli ha ving survived 
too well* 


George Jackson had been there the 
lengesto lis had been the re, in prison, 
si nee he wt^ IM* Me was 27 years o ld 
then. SIe had heen falsely canvictetl 
(wtth no help from ei Pasadena, Cali- 
fornia public defendor) of having 
driven a car away from ihe scene 
of a $70* gas station robbery* Fleeta 
Drumgo and John CTutchette (bath 
nearing parole dar es) had heen there 
fo - b-jrglary (Ciutcherce for po?- 
sessing a stolen T,V. set)* Theirs 
were somowhat typical cases, How- 
ever, these mtm had refused to bow 
down, to bend to the prlson adm’nis- 
tration's wül r to forfeit chcir tnan- 
hood, They had survived too wslL 
They were gtjod caadïdates for MMis' 
killing, ttj pa/ with their lives for 
Mills' 1 ife* 


lt had all co ne down to that. Suo- 
porc eventually flourished from 
everywhere, frErni the Péop^; Pree 
ïhe Soledad Brothers! 1’ie People 
knew wh ti wit = happening* Gom rade 
Georgc Jackson’s prison letters had 


b 2 en published in a book, antibecame 
widely dïstrihuted* The lies were 

betng exposed left and right. Sa ving 
the Soledad Brothers' lives wis be- 
cortling an important issue arnong 
many Arrtimcan people, arnong many 
of the workTs peoples, 

l’wo days before the trial was 
scheduleJ to begin, August 21 st, 1971, 
Oorge Jackson, Field Marshal of the 
Black Panther Party, :n rdered, 
out-rïght murdered, by San Quentin 
prison guards, officials, administra¬ 
tors* Gom rade Gsorge Jackson was 
assassLivjted at San Quentin, Three 
gutrds and two inmate t ruste es had 
also gone down* 'The State was 
pleased, alrhough its enforcers had 
done a poor job of covering up e- 
vidence. Thorefore, the State needed 
nv re Brothers, more inmates.tonow 
cover up its further crime. Six

On August 23rd (1971), the State

dants was de ad. The eourt wanted to 
get it over with, For the courc, the 
State* the re had rtever been any reai 
reason co wait, anyway. After sortie 
delay, the State drove on to get the 
rematning twb Brothers, 

They have been in trial for some 
time now. During the week of January 
3rd {1972), after the eourt '5 holiday, 
the State presented ics so-called key 
witness. Thirty-four yearold Thomas 
R. Yorke, a Black from British Hon¬ 
duras, dragged out for several days 
hls supposeo eye-witness account of 
how Mills had been killed. Although 
Yorke derdes the promise of parole* 
he is clearly a willing pawn and liar 
for the State, Yorke had been trans- 
ported from priscm to prison after it 
became known he would become a 
Staters witness* Yorke, in ad verten dy, 
exposed how State pigs creaie ten- 
sion and divisiveness among inrnates, 
He stated that at one prison he and 
others were given baseball bats by 


prison officials, because # the offi¬ 
cials had said, the prison was going 
to be invaded by "radicals * 1 (a more 
speclfic reference was made to the 
Black Panther Party), As silly as 
this might seem, this type of act 
goes on constautly inside the pri- 
sons» It is weli-related to the insane 
act, on January I3th, 1970, of putting 
Blacks and whites together on an ex- 
erclse yard, at the height of racial 
tension. 

Yorke claims that, while standing 
nearby, he calmly observedComrade 

George beat Mills and eventually hurl 
the body over a tier; that he saw 
Brother Fleeta Ururrtgo punch “at"' 
Mills* face; and that he watched Bro¬ 
ther John Clutcheite '*help " get rtd 
of evidence, Whathehimseif wassup- 
posed to be doing is not yet clear, 
Yorke had onginally testified be- 
fore the grand jury that he had seen 
nothing. When asked again aboutwhe- 
ther he was saying these things be¬ 
cause he wanted to be paroled, Yorke 
denied that, however, with thewords.

The only heat in the house is 
supplied by an inadequate gas heater 
in the basement that does not have 
pipes leadtng to the upper Jïoors, 
Therefore, only the basement re~ 
ceiues heaL In order to get heat 
throughoui the living area of the 
house. Sister Eleanor must bum the 
kitchen stom almost continuovsty w 
The mcreased gas bills she must 
pay cut heamly into her already 
meager welfare check * /Hso, there is 
no kitcher sink; water must be ob-

He has even refused to pro- 
vide Eleanor with the piaster and 
paint to mahe the repairs herself 
She had reqmsted the materials to

In Jme, 1971, raiher than ftx the 
dilapidated back steps of the house, 
Coleman simply removed them and

, * .For ï was hungry and you 
gave me meat; l was thirsty, and 
you gave me drink: I was a strenger 
and you taak me in: naked, and you 
clothed me; 1 was sïck,and you visited 
mc: i was in prison and you came unto 
me." Macthew 25: 35, 36 

This quote from the book of 
Matthew, one of the 66 books of the 
Ghrisiian Bibie, is taken from a 
Christian parable in whic!i Jesus had 
traveled from place to place in dis- 
guise, seeking help and comfort from 
others. Some people had refused to 
help hïm because they did not 
know who he was. Others had helped 
him sintply because he was a human 
betng in need. The Idea the quota- 
don goes on to express is tliaL those 
who helped him would be rewarded., 
The lessen drawn from the enrïre story 
benomes rhe Christian ethic or prin- 
eiple iha: all men, because they are 
human beings, deserve co be given 
humane treatment; that it is the 
responsIMUty of every human beingto 
cherish the human rights of others. 
Therefore,when a personhas no food, 
no clotïilng, no shelter, etc., it is 
everymarPs responsibilicy to seetoit 
that he gets the things he needs and 
deserves as a human being, 

There are those today who cali 
themselves Christians who do not 
practicc what they "preach". They 
do not always apply the prlnciple of 
responding to others * humanity. Al- 
though the U.S* governmem claims to 
be founded upon Judaeo-Christian 
ethic, those in the gheteoes of rhe 
United States are the last to be con- 
sldered in the framework of these 
Christian principles. 

The Fillmore district(primarily 
Black) of San Franclsco (Californla) 
is one of the most outrageous ghettoes 
in the United States, The problems of 
every ghetto are there, the drugs, 
funneled into the community; the po- 
vercy; thé hunger. Father Eugene 
Boyle of the Sacred Heart Psrish m 
San Franclsco is an trish CathoUc 
priest, who bas in fact been practi- 
cing what he preaches, the Christian 
ethic, the principles of tove and ser¬ 
vice io all mankind. AJthuugh hls 
parish is iocated in the heart of the 
FUlmore district, hehashad noprob- 
lem in apply ing the prlnciple. Under 
hls ieadership, Sacred Heart Church 
h&s always served the people, body 
and souL 

Father Boyle is also wall respected

in the Fillmore community. Heprac- 
tices the principles of brotherhood 
without patronizing those whom he 
helps. He has valiantly defied the 
harassmenr of the racist San Francis- 
co power structure. Because of hts 
stand, he has been subjected topolice 
intimidation and racist epithets and 
slurs, some even calling him a 
"nigger-lover"* 

Knowing of his long and dis- 
tinguished service to the people, the 
San Franciseo Branch of the Black 
Panther Party asked Father Boyle if 
the facilities at Sacred Heart Church 
might be made available for theFree 
Breakfasi for School Children Pro¬ 
gram. This was back in early 1909. 

Lt was during 1969 that some of the 
most overt and violent attacks were 
made upon the Black Panther Party* 
J, Edgar Hoover was busy labeling 
the Party the "greatest threat to 
the internal security" of the United 


States. There were constant police 
attacks and raids upon Party offices 
and homes. 

Fatner Boyle was nol deterxed by 
.hese attacks. He readily made the 
facilities at Sacred Heart available, 
for he knew that one of the com¬ 
munity's most basic and pressing 
needs, hunger, eould be mer. In spire 
of racist innuendos and asme ar cam- 
paign against him by Joseph Alioto 
(San Francisco’s racist mafiosomay- 
or), he conrinued to supporr the Free 
Breakfast for School Children Pro¬ 
gram. Even afrer the San Franclsco 
Branch office (Iocated approximately 
six blodes from Sacred Heart Church) 
was attacked and raided by the vicious 
San Franclsco Police TacticaJ Squad, 
he fu! ly supported the Breakfast Pro¬ 
gram. 

Father Boyle judged the program by 
the people it served. If it was in 
the interests of the poor and 

Oppresüed FiJlmore communft)', if it 

allavlated the sufferings ofhumanity 
in any way, then it had Father Boyle's 
eupjxirt. When the Black Panther Par¬ 
ty imtiated Free Food, Shoe and 
ClotMng programs, Father Boyle also 
made Sacred Heart 1 s facilities a- 
vailable. 

There are also many who are 
Chris dans who do not apply theprin- 
ciple of brotherhood and man's hu- 
manity to man to those in the pri- 
sons and jatls. They feel that they 
have "sinned" or commmed a wrong 
act and do not deserve consideration. 
Father Boyle, however, has shownby 
example that goodwill and fellow- 
ship must be extended to all, in- 
cluding our brothers and sisters in 
the prison commumries, He hasoften 
made his church available for meet¬ 
ings of various prison projects and 
defense comminees, On January 13th 
(1971), a memorial tribure to the 
three prisoners (W. L.Nolen, Cleve- 
land Bdwards and Al vin Miiler), mur- 
dered at Soledad Prison by racist 
guard Ö.G. Miiler (a year ago that 
day) was held at Sacred Heart Church. 

In May of 1971, Bobby Seaie, Chaïr- 
man of the Black Panther Party and 
Comrade Erlcka H jggins, afterbeing 
incarcerated for two years on false 
charges, were still in trial. Many 
had been afraid to testify, to speak 
out against the Injustice under which 
they were then suffering. Father

cause the objective of the rebellion 
was io expose our conditions to the 
people and nol to deal a military 
blow to the state, prisoners were 
staiimed oidside the cell of the 
guards, to insure their safety. 


Aboul an hour aft er the building 
was Uberated t DuponCs fascist pïgs 
arrived in farce , spearlteaded the 
state's nulüary elite, the state 
troopers and their general, Gover- 
nor Husselt W m Peterson (an ex- 
Dupont employee). They immediately 
attacked the building t tohich is a re- 
jlection of the fact that they had rco 
concern for the lives of the gnards 
that were captured inside , 


After the failure of this initial at- 
tack, the state decided to listen to 
our griemnces w bui we wanted to ad- 
dress our grievances to the press, 
who would have discovered that il- 
legalty imprisoned with the inmatos 
were pre-lrial and juvenile prison¬ 
ers, 18 years old and younger. The 
j bross, after heing demed entry into 
the building , left, Immediately after 
they left, the fasdsts again slormed 
the building. This time they were 
successfui.

The youthful Ronald Payne uxis 
beaten in partïcular .

There are many prisoners throughout the United States 
who literally languish in prisons and jails for contact, 
for letters and for visits ff om family and friends* Since 
ffïoai prisons are located hundreds of miles away, usually 
in rural or virtually inaccessible areas, this lias been 
very difficult, ifnot impossible . The expense and the dif- 
ficulty in muking such a trip has prevented most prisoners* 
families ff om even considering a visit.

Since World War II f the American 
gövemment has spent over a trillion 
dollars on t oarfare (this is neither a 
typ ograph ica l error nor a n exagge ra - 
tion), This one trillion dollar figure 
includes not only gövemment expen- 
ditures for the Vietnam War, bui also 
includes arms sent io U.S. 4t allies ,t , 
includes weapons research and 
dev&lopment, numerous small-scale 
wars and 4i police actions 14 t etc, Forty 
billion dollars of this couldhave been 
u$ed to bring everyone in America 
up to at least minimum Standard of 
living . 

The same people who brought us 
the Vietnamese War, and other geno- 
cidal actions, also bum tons of grain 
(to keep the prices up); and, people 
lïke acior John Wayne and U,S, Sena¬

finding of Justifiable homlcide to the

In short, Hanrahan’s record is one 
of complete politic al corruption, a 
record of racist jailings of Black 
youths and merciless, barbaric mor* 
ders of Black people. For him to 
1 want the Black comminity toexamine 
this record only shows exactly how 
I sick and arrogant he is* Black peo- 
ple have had to beax the brunt of 
i Hanrahan's record ever sincehetook 
office* 

On Thursday, December 23rd, the 
Black Pamber Party held a press 
conference in reply to Edward llanra- 
han's foolish statements and his de- 
cision to run for re-election. The 
foUowing is the statement delivered 
by Bobby Rush, Depuiy Minister of 
Defense and Coördinator of the Il¬ 
linois Chapter of the Black Fanther 
Party: 

"‘The delirium of the murderer 
Edward V. Hanrahan was again mani- 
fested yesterday whcn he took oc¬ 
casion to engage in specious(pleasing 
uut deceptive) rhetoric designed to 
cormnce fatrminded people Chat heis, 
was not ever, and never will be 
guilty of a crime.

being a candldate for any politttal 
office a victory whatsoever. A vic- 
tory celebration will only oceur when 
Black people have been liberated from 
the blnodsucking, murderousclutches 
of the Daley regime,

The Soulard Marker area of St. 
Louis, Missouti, is a poor white 
community, Ic is located four blocks 
from the Feabody, Wcbbe, Darsc 
Houslng Project, which is one of the 
strictly - controlied iconeentration 
camps for che Black eommuntty, Yeq 
the people in Soulard have no idea 
what the Black comniuuicy is al! 
about. Racism is the basic tooi tised 
by the oppressor to divide and there- 
by conquer - all of us. The ruling 
elass ereaces and perpetuates mychs 
about the Black communiiy prtmarUy 
to assure cofitinufinceofan npprease.1 
population, to be used when and in 
whatever capacity it is needed, to 
benefit the oppressor, An important 
by-produc: of this basic prlnciple of 
capitallst society is to give poor 
whites a faise sense of super lor ity 
and securicy, The well-planned reault 
is that poor people unleash their 
frustrations on each other, being 
blinded as to their real(andcommon) 
enemy: the ruling cïass, the ex** 
plotters of us all, the orüy ones 
who win when we fight each other, 
All poor people have the same needs: 
enough food* warm clothes, adequate 



housing and medfcaleare,ancïcontrQl 
of the institutions which fulfill those 
needs and daily affect our lives, 
The Survival Programs being im- 
plemented in rhe Black eommuntty by 
the Black Panther Party are the same 
programs that are needed in poor 
white communities throughout this 
Empire. When they are offered, the 
people begin to recognize their 
friendg as opposed to their common 
enemy, 

The Soulard Markec area is set in 
the midstof three hugecorporationa: 
Monsanto Chemicals, Ralston Purina 
and Anheuser-Busch. Most of the 
people living the re, however, sur- 
rounded by these ïimneusely wealthy 
inclustriaJ complexes* are unem- 
pioyedp Many exist on welfarecheeks 
for the permnnently and totally dis- 
abled. In October (1971), the Wel¬ 
fare Department, knowing the dif- 
ficuliy of disabïed people to fight 
back, cut these cheeks by 5%, so that 
the maximum amount received 
from the State is $76*00 a month* 
Needing that menger sum tofeed large 
families, the feax* enveloping the peo¬ 


ple of Soulard as the bitter ly coltl 
winter approached, was tcx> littlefuel 
and not enough, ifany, warmclothing. 

The Intercommunal Survival Com- 
mittee co Com bat Faseism(lSCCF) t 
working in this area, while partici- 
pating in a survey conducted by the 
Welfare Rights Qrganizatton to de- 
termine what could be done to meet 
the needs of the people, talked to 
many of the residents, With housing 
conditions ihe way they are, Ic costs 
a fortune (when your monthly income 
is $76.00) to heat the flimsy apart- 
meuis. With gas bills going up and 
welfare check3 being cut, the peopJe 
told us there was no money for 
clothing, tt is a fact that the State, 
tooi of this Empire (the richest the 
world lias ever known) wül do nothing 
to feed, clothe or house ics people* 
We recognize that we, the people, 
must develop the inscimtions ne- 
cessary for our survival, The people 
told us what the need wh^, and, 
armed with the knowledge that only 
the people themselves could fulfill 
that need, the ISCCF recently im- 
plemented a People's Free Clothing 
Program, 

This was the first survival pro¬ 
gram to be implemented in the Soul- 
ard area and the people responded 
with the awareness that it was their 
program* Young brothers and sis¬ 
ters from the eommuntty helped £n 
several ways: they leafletted the area, 
helped set up the tables and racks, 
and participated in ihe clean-up 
before and after the event* It was 
held in a centrally-located backyard 
and the people brought bags for the 
clothes and hot coffee and helpeti 
each other find correct sizes* The 
people cïien got together and made 
plans to collect clothing for the next 
program and to discover what were 
their neighbors' needs to survive the 
cold weather, The clothes, enough, 
we thought, for a 4-hour program, 
were gone in an hour, This is an

on-going program and wUl be held 
once a month, in the hope ihatevery- 
one in the area will be provided with 
all the clothing they necd. The 
generosity of one family in the eum- 
munity will enable the program to 
be held in -door s after tb i s, so that 
weather conditions will not stop it 
frotn fuicdonlng, 

The ISCCF is an organizingbureau 
of the Black Panther Party, working 
in the poor white communitjG The 
truth about the Black community is 
distorted by the mass media. We 
recogntze the necessity of building 
an undcrstanding between the poor 


communities throughout this Empire 
and are totaöy committed to that goal. 
One of the best ways to do this is 
to distribute the Black Panther Inter¬ 
com munal News Service in white 
communities, because it is only in 
this political organ that the truth about 
this Empire and its inherent racism 
is constantiy put forth with concrete 
examples and analyses, This is why 
we gave away hundreds of issues o r 
the Paper during the clothiig pro¬ 
gram. 

Many penple, belng given infor- 
macion abour Chtef of ücaff David HÜ- 
liard, were able to see clearly, for 
the firsi time, how ibe courc system 
is used to imprlson effective poli- 
tlcal organizers. Rseognlztng the 
need to have Davtd back with us* 
many people Immedlately volunteored 
to sign the petition detnanding his 
parole. 

The clothïng program is the first 
of many survival programs we are 
trying to bring to the Soulard area. 
When we develop an a warenes s of 


each other's needs and also Work 
rogether to develop the institutlons * 
under our concrol - which wlll fulfül

Korea) live a fruirh.il and plenti- 
ful life, under the leadershipof Com- 
rade Kim 11 Sung.

We, here in the U.S., partïcularly

can tradition in which the U.S, racist 
government deceitfuJly runs and con¬ 
trole our communlties by paying off 
some of our own, to be then held 
up as i, models” of what we ought 
to be* In this country, whenever an 
oppressed person deétdes he wlll not 
be ruied, his community wül not be 
dominated or controlled (eirher ln- 
directly or direedy) by any other than 
the people themselves, he is usually 
arreeted or killed* 

Fotlowing the suic of his American 
masters, Pak Jung Hl (and, likemost 
lackeys, he tries to be more Ameri¬ 
can than an American) aïso uses 
fascist, repressive measures against 
his people, whenever the re is even 
the slighiest hint of disagreement with 
his policies* The Atticas and San 
Quentins exist all over the world, 
everywhere the U r S. has any in- 
fluence. ïn South Korea, the prisons 
overflow with politic al pnsoners, who 


endure the most barbaric treatment 
for the slightest 'suspicion”* 

One auch case is that of Brother 
Suh Sung (a Korean ortginally born 
in Japan)* We receivcd this Informa¬ 
tion through his defense committee 
and atherSj who, for their own safery, 
must remain anonymous. His cragedy 
and sufferingaremcrely representa¬ 
tie ot" the thousands inca ree ra eed in 
South Korean prisons; are represen¬ 
tatie of the milllons around the 
worltl* all oi whom must be set free; 


December 19, 1971 
Brothers and Sisters; 

This letter is to ask you to Initiate 
any possible action In the United 
States that would help enable the 
Korean politica! prisoners, recently 
arrested and sentenced to death, to 
secure life and freedom. Suh Sung, 
26. and 3iis 22 year-oid brother, Suh 
Choon Shïk, were arrested alongwLth 
34 other students in Seoul and 15 


others in Pusan, South Korea, on 
April 20th (this year). They were 
charged for sufipected espionage acti- 
vities for the Democratie People’s 
Republic of Korea (the Army Security 
Headquarters of South Korea an- 
uommeed that the students were or- 
dered to organize demonstrations a- 
gainst military training of the stu- 
dents and the third election of Presi¬ 
dent 4 'Park”, and that the others were 
conspiring the assassination of gov- 
ernment high officials.) 

'Fhe Suh brothers were bom and 
raised in Kyoto. Japan, as one of the 
700,000 Koreans living in Japan* 
The Koreans were kidnapped by the 
Japanese imperialists during the Ja^ 
panese occupacion of Korea and forced 
to jotn the Japanese army as one of 
the “Emperor’s children” to fight 
odier oppressed peoples of Asïa as 


well as their peers* After Japan’3 
defeat in World Wnr II in 1945, the 
objeertve conditions did not allow 
many of them to go back to their 
homeland, among which was the 
Korean War, conspired by the U,S, 
and Japanese imperialists, 

After graduating from the Tokyo 
University of Edudatiou, Suh Sung en-

There is no factun' proof, submir- 
ted co the court in Ssoul, of the bro¬ 
ther s ha zing been to rhe DPRK tor 
espionage training and received or¬ 
ders, ex:epr for their ''confession h 
Tlr.s implies a great poSsLbility that 
the brothers w-re physicfllly forced 
ro mnke ''confesalons” by torture. 
ActuaÜy, SiihStingis seriously burned 
on Th * bnlly, chent, face, arms and 
pTm.
